Police  said 
however  that  the  blood  was  de- 
finitely not  Rockwood’s  and  specu- 
lated that  one  of  his  abductors  was 
struck  on  the  head  by  a rock  by 
Rockwood  in  the  violent  struggle 
that  had  ensued. 

A note  scrawled  in  red  canyon 
demanding  $5  in  ransom  money 
was  shoved  under  the  door  of  the 
ASBYU  Assembly  meeting  one  half 
hour  after  the  alleged  abduction. 
The  Assembly  however  turned 
down  the  $5  ransom  money,  saying 
that  the  ASBYU  funds  could  not 
be  spared  for  that  purpose  (FOR 
FURTHER  DETAILS  OF  THE  AS- 
SEMBLY ACTION  SEE  PAGE  6). 

ASBYU  PRESIDENT  Christian- 
sen, was  safe.  Although,  he  was  j 
unavailable  for  comment  due  to 
the  fact  that  he  was  being  question- ' 
ed  by  BYU  Security  about  several  j 
other  matters  that  happened  dur- j 
ing  the  same  night.  His  Press  Sec- 
urity, Daryl  Harry,  said  that  he 
j would  “undoubtedly  be  shocked 
I at  the  news  of  the  abduction.” 

There  was  much  speculation 
about  Rockwood’s  disappearance, 
although  Provo  Police  and  BYU 
Security  would  not  disclose  any 
leads  they  were  working  on. 

ONLY  SEVERAL  weeks  ago, 
Rockwood’s  office  was  moved  to 
the  third  floor  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center  and  this  heightened  specula- 
tion of  a rumor  that  he  was  going 
to  actually  run  for  studentbody 
president  for  next  year— after  ad- 
vising BYU  studentbody  presidents 
what  to  do  for  the  last  ten  years.

Clod  E.  Hopfines,  Health  Center 
j Director,  announced  that  a new 
“after-hours”  fee  of  $200  is  going  to 
go  into  affect  immediately  for  any 
ASBYU  student  officers  or  faculty 
members  who  abuse  the  Health 
Center  by  demanding  treatment 
between  the  hours  of  12  midnight 
and  five  in  the  morning. 

THE  ACTION  CAME,  said  Hop- 
fines,  after  the  Health  Center  was 
besieged  Thursday  night  by  a 
steady  barrage  of  student  officers 
and  faculty  members  wanting  free 
treatment. 

Hopfines  said  that  ASBYU  Presi- 
dent Bobbie  Christiansen  was  treat- 
ed at  about  three  a.m.  for  strange 
claw  marks  on  the  face  and  then 
released  to  the  custody  of  BYU 
Security  officers  who  wanted  him 
for  questioning. 

"BOBBIE  wouldn’t  say  how  the 
accident  happened,  but  he  looked 
like  he  had  been  attacked  by  a 
Chicken,”  Hopfines  said. 

ASBYU  Vice-Presidents  Craig 
Cool-it,  Rust  Marker,  Jarry  Canni- 
ster,  and  Lynn  Northsteak,  were 
also  treated  at  around  midnight  for 
“strange  head  lacerations,”  Hop- 
fines  said.

Vice-Presidents  are  going  to  run  for 
the  Studentbody  president  next 
year,  it  was  rumored  that  several 
of  them  had  formed  a coalition  to 
i “bump”  Rockwood  out  of  the  pic- 
ture; fearing  he  would  overwhelm 
them  in  a popularity  vote  of  the  stu- 
| dents. 

"THE  MOST  feasible  rumor  so 
j far,”  said  BYU  Security  Officer 
j Paul  Clown,  “is  that  Walt  Disney 
|wisked  him  away  to  take  the  job 
i of  a giant  Mickey  Mouse  at  Disney- 
land—because  he  was  afraid  the 
| BYU  Administration  would  not  give 
him  up.” 

Whatever  the  case,  the  kidnap- 
ing remains  the  most  shocking 
crime  in  BYU  history  and  at  press 
time  remained  unsolved. 


Amid  growing  rumors  and  spec- 
ulation, in  an  exculsive  statement 
to  the  Daily  Universe  Thursday, 
Batman  admitted  that  he  was  on 
the  BYU  campus  to  officially  inves- 
tigate the  -mysterious  disappear- 
ance of  BYU  Co-ordinator  LaVar 
Rockwood.

seldom  used.  Under  current  direc- 
tives all  senior  cadets  will  be  com- 
missioned within  60-150  days  while 
juniors  will  have  14  to  17  months.” 

ACCORDING  TO  other  sources 
the  supply  sergeant  for  the  BYU 
855th  Air  Force  ROTC  cadet  wing 
has  been  accepting  books  from  the 
cadets  who  are  exchanging  them 
for  rifles  to  get  extra  practice  be- 
fore the  actual  call-up  arrives. 

The  primary  reason  for  the  call- 
up of  ROTC  Cadets  is  to  fly  a new 
plane  which  has  been  devised  for 
limited  action  in  guerrilla  warfare, 
Col.  Brass  indicated. 

“MANY  OF  OUR  modern  fight- 
ers are  proving  too  fast  for  some 
operations,”  Col.  Brass  said,  “and 
we  are  suffering  a high  casualty 
rate  from  supersonic  rockets.” 

The  new  planes  have  been  design- 
ed for  hedge-hopping  manueuvers 
and  it  is  hoped  they  will  be  too  slow 
for  the  rockets  to  catch. 

“THE  MANY  air  force  bases, 
however,  are  crowded  with  fighter 
and  bomber  aircraft  and  since  they 
can’t  be  moved  to  most  smaller 
airports  it  was  decided  to  put  the 
new  aircraft  at  those  airports  al- 
ready available  to  most  Air  Force 
ROTC  detachments,”  Col.  Brass  ex- 
plained. 

It  is  understood  that  all  FIP 
ets  will  immediately  begin  advanc- 
ed training  in  the  new  aircraft— a 
two-seated,  bi-plane,  with  open 
cockpits  for  better  visibility.  The 
Air  Force  has  designated  this  new 
aircraft  the  Curtiss  “Jenny”. 

CADETS  WHO  have  not  met  the 
physical  requirements  for  pilot 
training,  but  who  are  not  doing 
well  in  their  university  studies, 
may  receive  a waiver  on  their  phy- 
sical status  and  be  allowed  to  vol- 
unteer for  beginning  flight  train- 
ing as  well  as  the  program  pro- 
gresses.

...list's  view  of  the  new  housing  complex  to  be  built 
Chicken  Coop  Enterprises  near  the  BYU  campus  next  Fall, 
id  ) revolutionary  housing  will  hold  over  5,500  students. 


A new  off-campus  housing  com- 
plex to  be  built  next  year  will  hold 
over  5,500  students,  it  was  learned 
late  Thursday  by  the  Daily  Uni- 
verse. The  new  housing  units  will 
take  the  lid  off  the  proposed  en- 
rolled ceiling  for  next  year,  solving 
much  of  the  space  problem. 

A SPOKESMAN  for  Chicken 
Coop  Enterprises  Inc.;  said  that 
his  firm  had  signed  a huge  land 
lease  deal  from  a “short,  swarthy, 
man  who  said  he  was  the  “sole 
agent  for  the  BYU  Apple  Orc- 
hards Company.” 

The  complex  will  stretch  from  the 
north  end  of  the  Wilkinson  Center 
parking  lot  to  the  south  part  of 
Orem. 

"THE  NEW  complex  will  pro- 
vide a dramatic  savings  to  stud- 
ents,” the  Coop  sokesman  added. 
“We  have  a new  plan  that  will  cut 
the  costs  of  construction  thus  mak- 
ing student  rent  fees  very  low.”

ne  explained  tnat  the  new  “radi- 
ant heating”  concept  will  be  the 
basis  for  heating  the  building. 
“There  will  be  no  fuel  expenses,” 
he  explained,  “because  the  source 
of  heat  will  be  the  natural  sun  it- 
self, the  most  healthy  type,  and  we 
have  gotten  rid  of  all  obstructions 
to  this  natural  heating  including 
roofs  and  ceilings. 

EACH  APARTMENT  will  have  a 
step-down  lounge  also,  the  Copp 
man  said,  an  idea  borrowed  from 
the  BYU  Wilkinson  Center.  The 
step-down  lounges  will  lead  from 
the  living  rooms  to  the  outdoor 
bathrooms,  he  said. 

Another  feature  of  the  housing 
will  be  “Expansion  beds,”  a con- 
cept borrowed  from  other  hous- 
ing developments  built  by  the  same 
company  in  Kenya,  The  Canary  Is- 
lands, and  Northern  Siberia. 

COST  PER  STUDENT  will  be 
worked  out  on  a “work-as-you-go 
basis”  he  said,  and  some  students 
may  work  out  their  rent  fees  by 
adding  other  apartments  to  the 
complex.

With  ‘Cutters’ 

In  a special  release  to  the  Daily 
Universe  early  Friday  morning, 
Physical  Plant  Director  Sam  Brew- 
ery revealed  a dramatic  new  physi- 
cal plant  policy  that  will  slash  the 
maintainence  expenses  on  the  cam- 
pus.

SHOP  MONDAY  'TIL  9 P.M. 
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University  Set  To  De-Emphasize  Athletics 


President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  an- 
nounced Thursday  that  Brigham 
Young  University  will  begin  de-em- 
phasizing  athletics  immediately. 

THE  SURPRISE  move  left  the 
studentbody  and  officials— includ- 
ing the  athletic  department— in  a 
state  of  near-shock. 

The  decision  of  the  administra- 
tion and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
came  at  a time  when  the  athletic 
prestige  and  success  of  BYU  is  at 
an  all-time  high. 

BRIGHAM  Young’s  President  is- 
sued an  explanatory  statement  with 
the  astonishing  policy  change: 

“With  the  rapidly  increasing  stu- 
dentbody and  accompanying  ex- 
penses, we  feel  that  we  must  make 


necessary  sacrifices  in  our  alloca- 
tion of  funds  in  certain  areas. 

"ATHLETICS  is  an  important 
part  of  university  life,  and  we  are 
by  no  means  eliminating  athletic 
competition  from  our  curriculum. 

“However,  the  amount  of  money 
being  spent  for  athletic  scholar- 
ships, recruiting,  travel,  etc.,  we 
feel  is  exorbitant;  therefore,  we 
have  decided  to  limit  sports  on  the 
BYU  campus  to  the  extra-mural 
and  intra-mural  competition  and 
the  regular  physical  education 
class.” 

ATHLETIC  Director  Floyd  Fillett 
and  various  coaches  contacted 
were  aghast  and  unbelieving: 
“President  Wilkinson  has  informed 


me  that  the  new  university  policy  • 
means  that  we  will  give  no  more 
scholarships  to  athletes,  muttered 
Director  Fillett. 

And  when  our  current  schedules 
with  other  schools  are  up,  we  will 
no  longer  compete  on  the  NCAA 
level  with  other  universities  in  any 
sport. 

Stan  Watts,  coach  of  the  BYU 
basketball  team  which  has  won 
NIT  twice  and  four  conference 
championships  in  the  last  17  years, 
could  only  shake  his  head  and  ex- 
claim with  a dazed  expression,  “I 
can’t  believe  it,  I can’t  believe  it.”

Glow  apparently  got  a lot  of  ex- 
perience in  that  area  working  on 
Utah  government  and  legislative 
students.  According  to  Glow,  both 
he  and  Dean  John  T.  Heartburn 
had  been  planning  on  the  sabbatical 
leave  together,  but  at  the  last 
minutes  Heartburn  could  not  make 
the  trip.
